to callers whose personal problems run gamut

Lu Wilson leans back wi her desk, lights up a 
cigaret and chats on the phone with a young woman 
about Christmas, families and the death of Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley. 


In another comer of the small paneled office, Moi­ 
sette, a 20-vear-old secretary talks on the phone to 
an 18-i^ear-old woman addicted to drugs and alcohol. 
The conversation will last for more than an hour. 


For volunteers at the hot line at Omni-House: 
Youth Services Bureau, an evening’s work can range 
from small talk with a lonely shut-in to discussions 
with an emotionally disturbed teen-ager. During the 
holiday season, the load increases. 


“ Problems seem to get bigger during the holidays. 
There’s too much pressure — people doing things 
thev have to do but don’t want to do,” Mrs. Wilson, 
the hotline coordinator said. 


HOTLINE VOLLNTEERS range in age from 16 to 
the mid-40’s. All receive intensive training where 
they are instructed in “ apathetic listening,” Mrs. 
Wilson said. Volunteers are not allowed to counsel 
callers, but are told to direct them to the proper 
service agency, she said. 


Many of the calls received by the hotline deal with 
familv problems, especially during the holidays, 
Mrs. Wilson said. 


“ People who are not with their families want to be 
and people who have gotten together with their fami­ 
lies after a long separation are often disappointed. 
Their expectations are more,” she said. 


Mrs. Wilson said calls “ definitely pick up” during 
the Christmas season, citing one evening when 1? 
phone calls came in during a four-hcmr period. The 
normal rate is three or four calls an evening, she 
said. 


“ EVERYONE FEELS the holidays should be hap- 
p^v times. When they’re not, they think something is 
wrong with them,” she said. 


On a normal evening, the hotline will receive calls 
dealing with ever3dhing from sex and drugs to fami­ 


ly problems. Mrs. Wilson recalls one night when a 
middle-aged man called to discuss “ his wife who is 
volunteering for everything and never home.” 


Another call was from a woman who was worried 
about her son “ being engaged to a girl she couldn’t 
stand,” Moisette said. 


“ The lady pretty well had her mind made up. She 
just needed some support,” she said. 


THE HOTLINE also received a call from a young 
married couple who wanted to know how “the 
rhythm method works,” Moisette said. 


“ They were reading a sex manual and they said it 
had so'many big words, they didn’t understand it,” 
she said. 


For many callers, the hotline serves as a friendly 
voice in an otherwise hostile world. 


“ We get a lot of calls from people who are lonely, 
who just call to rap. They, feel they have to talk to 
somebody,” Moisette said. 


One such caller, a Korean War veteran, calls the 
hotline several times a week, Mrs. Wilson said. 


“ He’s a paraplegic and confined in a veterans’s 
hospital. He’s a very intelligent man and well read. 
All he has is the phone, his reading material and the 
TV. He’s pretty well trapped there,” she said. 


ANOTHER CALLER, a 27-year-old woman, has 
phoned the hotline regularly for the past four years. 
She sends the volunteers sketches and cards \dth 
notes inscribed “ Thank you for time, care and stick­ 
ing by me.” 


Mrs. Wilson said there is a high turnover among 
hotline volunteers because of the emotional burden 
of listening to other people’s problems. 


“ We’re always looking for new volunteers. Most 
people stay for about 2Vz years before they burn out. 
After that they look for something else to do,” she 
said. 
The Omni-House Hotline is 541-HELP. The hours 
are 7 to 11 p.m. Sunday through Thursday and 8 p.m. 
to midnight Friday and Saturday. 


Other tries criticized 
Coast Guard attempts 
burning away oil spill 


N.\NTL’CKET, Mass. (UPI) - The 
Coast Guard, criticized for its han­ 
dling of the worst East Coast oil spill 
in histCH-y, Friday prepared to ignite a 
portion of the (h1 slick coating an esti­ 
mated 2,000 square miles of rich At­ 
lantic Ocean fishing grounds. 


The chemical assault <hi the oil spill 
was the first attempt to attack the 
spill of the tanker Argo Merchant 
since the grounded ship began leaking 
its cargo into waters 27 miles off this 
resort island. 


A HELICOPTER was to dust a 
small section of the 100-mile long oil 
spill with “ silica” powder, a sub­ 
stance that promotes combustion. A 
time delay device tested earlier in 
the day was to be used to ignite the 
mixture. 


“ This is an experiment in* a con­ 
trolled area,” a Coast Guard spokes­ 
man said. ‘*We have no idea if it wiU 
be successful in burning the oil.” 


The manufacturer of the aibstance 
said it had been used to dispose of 
industrial &Ï leaking from a ship afire 
near Stockholm, Sweden. 


A change in wind direction to the 
northwest wcß expected to drive tte 
menacing oil spill aw’ay from the 
10,000 square mile Georges Bank fish­ 
ing grounds. Wind was building to 30 
knots and seas rolling in eight-foot 
waves. 


No evidence showed that the fudge­ 
like industrial oil reached ocean bot­ 
tom. Experts said it could take four to 
ten years for the ocean floor to com­ 
pletely recover from heavy deposits of 
oil.

PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) — President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter, the job of select­ 
ing a Cabinet behind him, settled 
down Friday to a quiet Yuletide cele­ 
bration with his family. 
The matriarch of the Carter family,

the Plains home, however. Carter’s 
78-year-old mother is recuperating 
from arthritic discomfort in an Ame- 
ricius, Ga., hospital, where she will 
have to stay through Christmas. 
Christmas Day at the Carter’s will 
be devoted to the traditional exchange 
of gifts and holiday feasting. 
NEXT WEEK, the President-elect 
will gather his Cabinet and New 
York’s top executive officers. Gov. 
Hugh Varey and Mayor Abraham 
Beame, at St. Simons, an island off 
the south coast of Georgia, for wide- 
ranging talks on policy and New 
York’s finances. 
Carter signed off at his news confer­ 
ence announcing the rest of his ap­ 
pointments Thursday with an ex­ 
pression of hope “ that we can enter 
the New Year with a commitment to 
being closer together, to sharing our 
problems and our opportunities . . . ” 
Carter penciled in the last name for 


his cabinet by selecting Washington 
attorney and former Johnson White 
House adviser Joseph Califano to 
head the U.S. Dept, of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare. 
With Califano, Carter also named 
former Ford Defense Sec. Jam es 
Schlesinger as a White House assist­ 
ant “ for coordination of all energy ef­ 
forts,” and Theodore Sorenson, a for­ 
mer speech writer and adviser to 
President John Kennedy, to be direc­ 
tor of the CIA. 
OVER-ALL, CARTER’S cam paip 
promise of new faces in his adminis­ 
tration went unfulfilled in the choice 
of a Cabinet. He picked seven veter­ 
ans of other administrations, plus two 
c o n g r e s s m e n - a mostly middle- 
aged, middle-of-the-road group. 
Carter has noted he still has many 
important appointments to make at 
the Cabinet level and others, as he 
described of “ acute importance” such 
as FBI director. 
The President-elect has indicated he 
believes it within his power to replace 
FBI director Clarence Kelley, even 
though the tenure for that position is 
now set at 10 years. Carter aides be­ 
lieve Kelley will go.

Omni-House volunteers give over-the-phone aid 
to callers whose personal problems run gamut 


A FRIENDLY VOICE at the end of the phone helps 
many callers to the Omni-House: Youth Services 
Bureau hotline through the pressures of the holiday 


season. Moisette, 
a hotline phone. 
a 20-year-old secretary, answers

Lu Wilson leans back on her desk, lights up a 
cigaret and chats mi the phone with a young woman 
ab(Mit Christmas, families and the death of Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley. 


In another comer of the small paneled (rffice, Moi­ 
sette, a 20-vear-old secretary taUcs on the phone to 
an IS-^ear-old wmnan addicted to drugs and alcohol. 
The conversation will last for more than an hour. 


For volunteers at the hot line at Omni-House: 
Youth Services Bureau, an evening’s work can range 
from small talk with a lonely shut-in to discussions 
with an emotionally disturbed teen-ager. During the 
holiday season, the load increases. 


“ Problems seem to get bigger during the holidays. 
There’s too much pressure — people doing things 
thev have to do but don’t want to do,’’ Mrs. Wilson, 
the hotline coordinator said. 


HOTLINE VOLUNTEERS rang^e in age from 16 to 
the mid-40’s. All receive intensive training where 
they are instructed in “ apathetic listening,” Mrs. 
Wilson said. Volunteers are not allowed to counsel 
callers, but are told to direct them to the proper 
service agency, she said. 


Many of the calls received by the hotline deal with 
familv problems, especially during the holidays, 
Mrs. Wilson said. 


“ People who are not with their families want to be 
and people who have gotten together with their fami­ 
lies after a long separation are often disappointed. 
Their expectations are more,” she said. 


Mrs. Wilson said calls “ definitely pick up” during 
the Christmas season, citing one evening when I? 
phone calls came in during a four-hour period. The 
normal rate is three or four calls an evening, she 
said. 


“ EVERYO NE FEELS the holidays should be hap- 
p*v times. When they’re not, they think something Is 
wrong with them,” she said. 


On a normal evening, the hotline will receive calls 
dealing with everything from sex and drugs to fami­ 


ly problems. Mrs. Wilson recalls one night when a 
middle-aged man called to discuss “ his wife who is 
volunteering fw* everything and never home.” 


Another call was from a woman who was worried 
about her son “ being engaged to a girl she couldn’t 
stand,” Moisette said. 


“ The lady pretty well had her mind made up. She 
just needed some support,” she said. 


THE HOTLINE also received a call from a young 
married couple who wanted to know how “ the 
rhythm method works,” Moisette said. 


“ They were reading a sex manual and they said it 
had so many big words, they didn’t understand it,” 
she said. 


For many callers, the hotline serves as a friendly 
voice in an otherwise hostile world. 


“ We get a lot of calls from people who are lonely, 
who just call to rap. They feel they have to talk to 
somebody,” Moisette said. 


One such caller, a Korean War veteran, calls the 
hotline several times a week, Mrs. Wilson said. 


“ He’s a paraplegic and confined in a veterans’s 
hospital. He’s a very intelligent man and well read. 
All he has is the phone, his reading material and the 
TV. He’s pretty well trapped there,” she said. 


ANOTHER CALLER, a 27-year-old woman, has 
phoned the hotline regularly for the past four years. 
She sends the volunteers sketches and cards with 
notes inscribed “ Thank you for time, care and stick­ 
ing by me.” 


Mrs. Wilson said there is a high turnover among 
hotline volunteers because of the emotional burden 
of listening to other people’s problems. 


“ We’re always looking for new volunteers. Most 
people stay for about 2Vz years before they bum out. 
After that they look for something else to do,” she 
said. 
The Omni-House Hotline is 541-HELP. The hours 
are 7 to ll p.m. Sunday through Thursday and 8 p.m.

(U P I) - The 
Coast Guard, criticized for its han­ 
dling of the worst East C3oast oil spill 
in histOTy, Friday prepared to ignite a 
portion of the oil slick coating an esti­ 
mated 2,000 square miles of rich At­ 
lantic Ocean fishing grounds. 


The chemical assault on the oil spill 
was the first attern!^ to attack the 
spill of the tanker Argo Merchant 
since the grounded ship began leaking 
its cargo into waters 27 miles off this 
resort island. 


A HELICOPTER was to dust a 
small section of the lOO-mile long oil 
spill with “ silica” powder, a sub­ 
stance that promotes combustion. A 
time delay device tested earlier in 
the day was to be used to ignite the 
mixture. 


“ This is an experiment in* a con­ 
trolled area,” a Coast Guard spokes­ 
man said. “ We have no idea if it will 
be successful in burning the <^.” 


The manufacture of the substance 
said it had been used to dispose of 
industrial oil leaking from a ship afire 
near Stockholm, Sweden. 


A change in wind direction to the 
northwest was expected to drive the 
menacing oil spill away from the 
10,000 square mile Georges Bank fish­ 
ing grounds. Wind was building to 30 
knots and seas rolling in dgM-foot 
w-aves. 


No evid«ice showed that the fudge­ 
like industrial oil reached ocean bot­ 
tom. Experts said it could take four to 
ten years for the ocean floor to com­ 
pletely recover from heavy deposits of 
oil.

Taking off from Split on the Yugos­ 
lav .Adriatic coast and headed for Co­ 
logne, West Germany, the DC9 re­ 
ceived permission from the Zagreb re­ 
gional air controller to climb to 35,000 
feet. It brought it into the path of the 
cruising Trident, but the controller 
apparently was distracted by other 
air traffic in his vicinity. 
“ Performing the operations on guid­ 
ing the other planes within his com­ 
petence, the flight controller lost sight 
of the permission issued and failed to 
apply the regulations prescribed for 
separating the planes,” the commis­ 
sion said.

Controller blamed in air crash 


BELGRADE. Yugoslavia (ITI) - 
An investigatory commission Friday 
blamed an air traffic controller for 
h i s t o r y ’ s worst inflight collision, 
charging he forgot he gave permission 
to a jetliner to climb to the spot 
where it smashed into another jet. 


The commission said the controller 
realized his error only 40 seconds be­ 
fore impact and by then it was too 
late. All 176 persons aboard the two 
planes were killed. 
A Yugoslav DC9 owned by the Inex- 
Adria Charter Company and carry ing 
113 persons, mostly West German 
tourists, collided Sept. IO with a Brit­ 
ish Trident with 63 persons aboard as 
it cruised at 33,000 feet on a flight 
from London to Istanbul. There were 
no survivors. 


AN EARLIER report by the com­ 
mission. which included British and 
West German investigators, said the 
left wing of the DC9 sliced into the 


cockpit of the Trident, decapitating 
the pilot and copilot. 
Taking off from Split on the Yugos­ 
lav Adriatic coast and headed for Co­ 
logne, West Germany, the DC9 re­ 
ceived permission from the Zagreb re­ 
gional air controller to climb to 35,000 
feet. It brought it into the path of the 
cruising Trident, but the controller 
apparently was distracted by other 
air traffic in his vicinity. 
“Performing the operations on guid­ 
ing the other planes within Ms com­ 
petence, the flight controller lost sight 
of the permission issued and failed to 
apply the regulations prescribed for 
separating the planes,” the commis­ 
sion said.

Viet army draft larger 
than ever; used in fields

BANGKOK, Thailand (U P I) - The 
army draft is as heavy or even larger 
than ever in Vietnam, as the armed 
forces move to the economic battle­ 
fields. 
Reports from Saigon confirm that 
the Hanoi-directed armed forces now 
are drafting South Vietnamese youths 
into the Communist forces. 
“ There*s no difference in the cur­ 
rent draft (by Hanoi) and the old 
draft by (former president) Nguyen 
Van Thieu,*’ said a recent letter from 
a youth impressed into the army in 
Saigon a few' weeks ago. 
REPO RTS INDICATE males from 
18 to 25 are subject to military ser­ 
vice. Unconfirm^ statements show 
the army will take men up to 45 years 
nexi year. 
It appears there is little military 
training for the draftees. Instead, they 
are placed in units, which are work 
groups in the countryside. 
Official Hanoi media now' spend 
much time and newspaper space ex­ 
tolling the feats of military units toil­ 
ing in the woods, on the roads and in 
the rice paddies. 
Defense Minister (and military leg­ 
end) Gen. Vo Nguyen Giap, in a 
speech made last month but released 
this week, added his voice t o the 
chorus.

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In the central provinces, for ex­ 
ample, two army units reportedly 
planted 27,500 acres and reap^ 13.300 
tons of food and tea, the news agency 
reported. 


Army units also are employed in 
clearing abandoned and other ex­ 
plosives from fallow fields in an effort 
to tun! the acreage into producing 
land.

Car pools out, 
vans in as firms 
save a bundle

A van pool may be better than a car 
pool and more convenient than a bus. 
It conser\-es energ>\ reduces the num­ 
ber of commuter cars and cuts down 
the need for company parking spaces. 


It’s a new idea, and the van pool is 
catching on fast among big corpo­ 
rations. Chrysler Corp., 3M. Mont­ 
gomery Ward and Conoco already of­ 
fer van pools, and many more big 
companies are investigating their use. 
They soon may come to the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Riders like the van pool because it 
saves them money. Business likes the 
pool because it saves them money. 
-And the government likes the van 
pool because it conserves energy and 
reduces traffic. 


“ It’s one of tliose rare tilings where 
ever>one seems to win,” said Robert 
Owens of 3M, who enpneered the first 
van pool for the Minnesota firm in 
19 72. 


THE VAN POOL IS similar to a car 
pool except the company provides the 
vehicle, usually a 12-passenger van. A 
volunteer employe coordinates the van 
pool, assumes responsibility as chief 
diiver and recruits at least eight oth­ 
er riders. 


The riders pay a montiy fee aver­ 
aging about S26. and get door-to-door 
service to and from work. The driver 
pays no fare, gets to use the van dur­ 
ing off-hours and receives a per­ 
centage of the monthly fares collected 
from any e.xtra passengers. 


“ Some companies report e\en top 
executives apply for the driver jobs,” 
said Donald Erickson, president of the 
Chicago Assn. of Commerce and In­ 
dustry. 


? :rick.son said van poolmg makes 
good business sense because it re­ 
duces tardiness and alisenteeism. He 
said it promotes employe relations 
better 
than 
picnics, 
dinners 
and 
bowling leagues. 


OWENS AM) 3.M started van pool­ 
ing because it was running out of 
parking space. 


“ .And that was before the energy 


crisis hit.” he said. “ Inside of two 
months we had long lines of people 
trving to get into the van program.” 
Surveys of the 3M program show 
one van replaces 6‘2-7 cars. More 
than 9 0 vans are operating at 3M. 
This has allowed 3M to cancel plans 
for 1,500 new parking spaces, esti­ 
mated to cost $3.5 million. 


Chrysler Corp. started van pooling 
in the Detroit area because “ we want­ 
ed to do our part to contribute to 
energ>' 
conservation,” 
said 
Herb 
Wood, consumer relations manager. 


The program saves an estimated 
175 gallons of gas per employe each 
year. But Wood said the real selling 
Jx)int is the saxings to employes. A 
van pool trip costs only one-third as 
much as the same trip with one per­ 
son in a car, he said. 


.ALTHOUGH THE COMPANY cov­ 
ers the insurance cost and runs the 
program, both purchase price and 
most operating costs are covered by 
the monthly fares. The van pool is 
self-sustaining. 


“ It is the only method of mass tran­ 
sit that can be entirely supported 
from fares,” Wood said. 


Van poolmg also has earned govern­ 
ment favor. This year the federal gov­ 
ernment made grant funds availaWe 
for such programs. Through the 1976 
Highway Act, the government will ap­ 
prove 9 0 per cent of tlie financing for 
a van pool program, allowing the 
company four years to pay back the 
cost of equipment purchase. 


Owens said the program is best 
suited to the office worker or produc­ 
tion worker who has regular hours. 
Other companies have used van pools 
to bring in a labor force after moving 
to the suburbs. 


MORE TH.A.V 75 companies across 
the country are van pooling, and in­ 
terest in the concept is growing evei7 
day.

Car pools out, 
vans in as firms 
save a bundle

A van pool may be better than a car 
p)00l and more convenient than a bus. 
It consen'es energy', reduces the num­ 
ber of commut«* cars and ciAs down 
the need for company parking spaces. 


Ifs a new' idea, and the van pool is 
catching wi fast among big corpo­ 
rations. Chrysler Corp., 3M. Mont­ 
gomery Ward and C<hk)co already of­ 
fer van pools, and many more big 
companies are investigating their use. 
They soon may come to the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Riders like the van pool because it 
saves them money. Business likes the 
pool because it saves them money. 
And the government likes the van 
pool because it conserves energy and 
reduces traffic. 


“ Ifs one of tlwse rare tilings where 
everyone seems to win,” said Robert 
Ow’fflis of 3M, w'ho engineered the first 
van pool for the Minnesota firm in 
1972. 


THE VAN POOL IS similar to a car 
pool except the company provides the ’ 
vehicle, usually a 12-passenger van. A 
volunteer employe coordinates the van 
pool, assumes responsibility as chief 
di'iver and recruits at least eight oth­ 
er riders. 


The riders pay a montly fee aver­ 
aging about $26, and get door-to-door 
service to and from work. The driver 
pays no fare, gets to use the van dur­ 
ing off-hours and receives a per­ 
centage of the monthly fares collected 
from any extra passengers. 


“ Some companies report even top 
executives apply for the driver jobs,” 
said Donald Erickson, president of the 
Chicago Assn. of Commerce and In­ 
dustry. 


Erickson said van pooling makes 
good business sense because it re­ 
duces tardiness and absenteeism. He • 
said it promotes employe relations 
better 
than 
picnics, 
dinners 
and 
bowling leagues. 


OWENS AND SM started van pool­ 
ing because it was running out of 
parking space. 


“And that was before the energy 


crisis hit.” he said. “ Inside of two 
months we had long lines of people 
trying to get into the van program.” 
Surveys of the 3M program show 
one van replaces 6 *,2-7 cars. More 
than 90 vans are operating at 3M. 
Thfe has allowed 3M to cancel plans 
for 1,500 new parking spaces, esti­ 
mated to cost $3.5 million. 


Chrysler Corp. started van pooling 
in the Detroit area because “we want­ 
ed to do our part to contribute to 
energy 
conservation,” 
said 
Herb 
Wood, consumer relations manager. 


The program saves an estimated 
175 gallons of gas per employe each 
year. But Wood said the real selling 
point is the savings to employes. A 
van pool trip costs only one-third as 
much as the same trip w’ith one per­ 
son in a car, he said. 


ALTHOUGH THE COMPANY cov­ 
ers the insurance cost and runs the 
program, both purchase price and 
most operating costs are covered by 
the monthly fares. The van pool is 
self-sustaining. 


“ It is the only method of mass tran­ 
sit that can be entirely supported 
from fares,” Wood said. 


Van pooling also has earned govern­ 
ment favor. This year the federal gov­ 
ernment made grant funds availal^e 
for such programs. Through the 1976 
Highway Act, the government will ap­ 
prove 90 pier cent of the finctncing for 
a van pool program, allowing the 
company four years to pay back the 
cost of equipment purchase. 


Owens said the program is best 
suited to the office worker or produc­ 
tion worker who has regular hours. 
Other companies have used van pools 
to bring in a labor force after moving 
to thi suburbs.

Nex t week y ou may see some of these 
new pieces passed off as old at a flea market o 
antiqu e shop, simply becau se the dealer has been 
fooled. 
There are manv tests that old-timers u se to tell if 


g lass is new or old. most of the tests thorou g h 
u nreliable. They say it has a "smooth, bu ttery feel­ 
ing ." that is. is lig hter in weig ht or worn on V 
bottom, or that the colors are different. All these 
thing s may be tru e, bu t difficu lt to pioce u nless one 
has a g enu ine old piece and a new one to compare. 
You can find ou t a g reat deal by reading su ch boc 
as "Confu sing Collectibles" by Dorothy Hammond 
and bv reading old g lass books abou t what shs’ 
were made in the old day s. Often reoros are made in 
sizes and forms nev er fou nd in the orig inals. 
I hav e a small collection of colored g lass tu mblers, 
which I bou g ht many y ears ag o. and which I kn - 
are old becau se I know- where they came from. They 
had all been in a family for abou t 6 0 y ears then. V 
brilliant colors make a lov ely Christmas display in 
the dining room window, along with some ot 
pieces of g lass, and I hav e spray s of g reenery behind 
them. The colors reflect almost like stained g la 
Ev en on g loomy day s the g lass g lows as if it were 
alig ht.

You can find out a great deal by reading such boc' 
as "Confusing Collectibles'’ by Dorothy Hammond 
and by reading old glass books about what shar 
were made in the old days. Often reoros are made in 
sizes and forms never found in the originals. 
I have a small collection of colored glass tumblers. 
which I bought many years ago. and which I km 
are old because I know where they came from. They 
had all been in a family for about 60 years then. TJ 
brilliant colors make a lovely Christmas display in 
the dining room window, along with some ot 
pieces of glass, and I have sprays of greenery behind 
them.

alight.

Reader misinformed 
al)oiit blood sugar 


I’m writing regarding one of your columns about blood sugar. I 
was upset to think you would mislead your readers. I am referring 
to one sentence — were you properly prepared for the test, by 
eating adequate amounts of carbohydrates and sweets for three 
days before testing? 


I feel strange informing a doctor that his advice Is wrong, but I 
must bring your attention to this falsehood and hope you pass the 
information on to your readers. 


There is no way one can prepare himself for a glucose tolerance 
test nor should he. If one does not maintain his normal diet before 
such a test, he has a very good chance of getting false results. 
.May I suggest a liule outside reading. 


Your only problem other than being misinformed is that you 
didn't feel strange enough. 


.\ny diabetic specialist knows that the diet will affect the results 
of a glucose tolerance test. The readings are not valid unless the 
individual has been consuming at least 200 grams of carbohydrates 
(some authorities say 250 to 300 grams) for several days before 
testing. Because some people prepare for their examinaticHis by 
fasting or dieting, a number of people go to the laboratory after 
being on a carbohydrate restricted diet for several days or weeks. 
The glucose tolerance test in such cases may give results that 
resemble those obtained in diabetes. We even have a name fw it 
— starvaticMi diabetes. Incidentally, physical inactivity such as bed 
rest may also give a false diabetic-type response. 


I appreciate your thoughtfulness in recommending the literature 
on hypoglvcemia you mentioned in the rest of your letter, but if 
you don’t mind. I’ll continue to follow the estabUshed concepts m 
current medical texts as practiced by aU w'ell-recogni^ diabetic 
specialists. I’m afraid you have gotten your information on hy­ 
poglycemia all mixed up with the problems of diagnosing diabetes. 
Som'edmes a little knowledge is a dangerous thing. 


You may be interested to know that in years of testing pilots 
from the U.S. Air Force flying population we learned early that 
many pilots would come in for an examination after dieting and 
would have abnormal glucose tolerance tests. In a high percentage 
of these cases preparing the individual by having him eat enough 
carbohydrates to meet the criteria for testing resulted in normal 
glucose tolerance tests. 


So my advice remains the same — before taking a test to find 
out if you are a diabetic or not, it is wise to cwisume carbohy­ 
drates in sufficient amounts for at least three days before testing. 
If you have a disease such as real hypoglycemia or have already 
been diagnosed as a diabetic, ask your doctw w’hat he wants you 
to do about your diet before being tested.

Liglifs the secret 
to keep poinsettia 


Dear Dorothy: A dear friend sends us a poinsettia plant every 
holiday season! Sometimes they do well, sometimes not. I’ve seen 
one in a doctor's office that’s gorgeous, and I’m told it’s been that 
way for months. V^' haVs the best way to handle these lovely 
plants?—Mrs. Henry Sherrill 


The basic rules are simple: Water only when the soil feels dry 
(check by sticking a finger into the soil), keep away from drafts 
as well as hot registers or radiators and make sure it gets six 
hours of bright indirect light daily. I suspect the reason the doc­ 
tor’s plant does so well is the light. Poinsettias are among the 
many plants that do handsomely in indoor lighting. Those of us 
who do not have to keep lights on during the day figure out ways 
to get the plants sufficient light through proper placement. 


Dear Dorothy: Instead of refrigerating or freezing a bag of 
pecans, I put them on a shelf, forgot them and now they’re stale. 
Is there anything I can do to make them tasty enough to use in 
baking?—Peggy’ Stern 


Soaking them in milk has been known to take away enough of 
the stale taste so that they can be used in baking. As expensive as 
nuts are, it’s worth a flyer — just trying it with a mini-version of 
one of your recipes. 


Dear Dorothy: I'm told there’s a way to make food in foil in a 
casserole — that it can be frozen and later put back into the same 
casserole to reheat. Casserole dishes are too important to be stuck 
in a freezer, and so this sounds like a gread idea. But I sure 
haven’t found it in any books or magazines. Ever heard of 
it?—Lynn Brooks 


Yes. It sounds hard, but it’s simple as can be after a first try. 
Cut off enough heavy foil to line the casserole and leave a one-and- 
one-half-inch collar around all four sides. You shape the mold < the 
foil) over the outside of the casserole. Then fit it into the castróle 
to make a perfect fit. Put the cooked food in this and. after it has 
cooled, cover with a piece of foil the size of the casserole and seal 
this to the collar, folding the edges together. Place the whole thing 
in the freezer until the package is frozen hard enougth to lift out of 
the casserole. Whenever y*ou’re ready to serve the dish again, just 
place in the original casserole and reheat.

Reader misinformed 
about blood sugar 


I'm writing regarding one of your columns about blood sugar. I 
was upset to think you would mislead your readers. I am referring 
to one sentence — were you properly prepared for the test, by 
eating adequate amounts of carbohydrates and sweets for three 
days before testing? 


I feel strange informing a doctor that his advice Is wrong, but I 
must bring your attention to this falsehood and hope you pass the 
information on to your readers. 


There is no way one can prepare himself for a glucose tolerance 
test nor should he. If one does not maintain his normal diet before 
such a test, he has a very good chance of getting false results. 
May I suggest a little outside reading. 


Your only problem other than being misinformed is that you 
didn't feel strange enough. 


Any diabetic specialist knows that the diet will affect the results 
of a glucose tolerance test. The readings are not valid unless the 
individual has been consuming at least 200 grams of carbohydrates 
(some authorities say 250 to 300 grams) for several dajrs before 
testing. Because some people prepare for their examinations by 
fasting or dieting, a number of people go to the laboratory after 
being on a carbohydrate restricted diet for several days or weeks. 
The glucose tolerance test in such cases may give results that 
resemble those obtained in diabetes. We even have a name for it 
— starvation diabetes. Incidentally, physical inactivity such as bed 
rest may also give a false diabetic-type response. 


I appreciate your thoughtfulness in recommending the literature 
on hypoglycemia *ou mentioned in the rest of your letter, but if 
you don't mind, I'll continue to follow the established concepts in 
current medical texts as practiced by all well-recognized diabetic 
specialists. I'm afraid you have gotten your information on hy­ 
poglycemia all mixed up with the problems of diagnosing diabetes. 
Sometimes a little knowledge is a dangerous thing. 


You may be interested to know that in years of testing pilots 
from the U.S. Air Force flying population we learned early that 
many pilots would come in for an examination after dieting and 
would have abnormal glucose tolerance tests. In a high percentage 
of these cases preparing the individual by having him eat enough 
carbohydrates to meet the criteria for testing resulted in normal 
glucose tolerance tests. 


So my advice remains the same — before taking a test to find 
out if you are a diabetic or not, it is wise to consume carbohy­ 
drates in sufficient amounts for at least three days before testing. 
If you have a disease such as real hypoglycemia or have already 
been diagnosed as a diabetic, ask your doctor what he wants you 
to do about your diet before being tested.

Light’s the secret 
to keep poinsettia 


Dear Dorothy: A dear friend sends us a poinsettia plant every 
holiday season. Sometimes they do well, sometimes not. I’ve seen 
one in a doctor's office that's gorgeous, and Tm told it’s been that 
way for months. What’s the best way to handle these lovely 
plants?—Mrs. Henry Sherrill 


The basic rules are simple: Water only when the soil feels dry 
(check by sticking a finger into the soil), keep away from drafts 
as well as hot registers or radiators and make sure it gets six 
hours of bright indirect light daily. I suspect the reason the doc­ 
tor's plant does so well is the light. Poinsettias are among the 
many plants that do handsomely in indoor lighting. Those of us 
who do not have to keep lights on during the day figure out ways 
to get the plants sufficient light through proper placement. 


Dear Dorothy: Instead of refrigerating or freezing a bag of 
pecans, I put them on a shelf, forgot them and now they’re stale. 
Is there anything I can do to make them tasty enough to use in 
baking?—Peggy Stern 


Soaking them in milk has been known to take away enough of 
the stale taste so that they can be used in baking. As expensive as 
nuts are, ifs worth a flyer — just trying it with a mini-version of 
one of your recipes. 


Dear Dorothy: I'm told there's a way to make food in foil in a 
casserole — that it can be frozen and later put back into the same 
casserole to reheat. Casserole dishes are too important to be stuck 
in a freezer, and so this sounds like a gread idea. But I sure 
haven't found it in any books or magazines. Ever heard of 
it?—Lynn Brooks 


Yes. It sounds hard. but it's simple as can be after a first try. 
Cut off enough heavy foil to line the casserole and leave a one-and- 
one-half-inch collar around all four sides. You shape the mold (the 
foil > over the outside of the casserole. Then fit it into the casserole 
to make a perfect fit. Put the cooked food in this and. after it has 
cooled, cover with a piece of foil the size of the casserole and seal 
this to the collar, folding the edges together. Place the whole thing 
in the freezer until the package is frozen hard enougth to lift out of 
the casserole. Whenever you're ready to serve the dish again, just 
place in the original casserole and reheat.

And 
each y ear around Christmas it dedi­ 
cates itself to a pornographic review 
in the truest sense: an ex haustive list­ 
ing of the military strengths of most 
of the world’s nations. 
It is a melancholy package for its 
readers. At best it serves to remind 
that “Joy to the World” has for the 
larger part been replaced by “In 
Arms We Trust.” At a time when mil­ 
lions pause to reflect on peace on 
earth and human harmony , the mili­ 
tary tabulation suggests such senti­ 
ments are of small practical moment. 
The people of Saudi Arabia, for ex ­ 
ample, are currently spending nearly 
one-third of their gross national prod­ 
uct on weaponry . In the U.S., as in 
the Soviet Union the national military 
ex penditure approaches $500 per ca­ 
pita. Even in neutral Sweden, one of 
every six males serves in a reserve 
force capable of 48-hour mobilization. 
But the most numbing statistics are 
the world totals. The magazine does 
not compile these figures, leaving this 
to readers with calculators. Thus at 
present, according to mathematics for 
nearly 100 nations, mankind is spend­ 
ing almost $350 billion annually to 
sunoort some 25 million active and 
about 56 million standby soldiers. 
It can be argued that these totals 
are somewhat ex aggerated. Adding 
up militarism is not the same as coun­ 
ting apples. Because of state secrecy 


and other vagaries, some figuring is 
necessarily weak. Therefore, the ex ­ 
penditure totals may be several bil­ 
lion high, and may be half of those list­ 
ed as standby troops should not fairly 
be counted. 
Then again, even an ex aggerated 
list is in fact a consmative one 
where modern security is concerned. 
However much money is being spent, 
it purchases defenses of unprece­ 
dented sophistication. A plane today is 
equivalent to an entire air force of 
World War II, a single ship is more 
powerful than any fleet in history ; 
and we have about 1,200,000 times the 
nuclear power that was dropped on 
Hiroshima. 
And so it’s clear this Christmas that 
civilization is separated into armed 
camps that have no historic com­ 
parison. In 1959, as the world was still 
working free from the Cold War, total 
military ex penditure was about $97 
billion. Since then, detente notwith­ 
standing, international defense financ­ 
ing has almost quadrupled — and we 
now pay almost $1 billion a day in 
suspicion of one another. 
There are other costs as well. Par­ 
ticularly those of a social nature. 
Each dollar spent in support of the 
world’s 121,000 tanks means one less 
that could go to individual needs. In 
India, where people starve, the gener­ 
als command 1.5 million soldiers. In

ing is about $900. And in slum infested 
Egy pt, almost half of the GNP is 
spent for guns. 
Economist Ruth Leger Sivar say s 
that nations now budget more for ar­ 
mies than for education. She say s 
w'orld health care receives only half 
the financing of world munitions. Her 
figures show the Middle, East nations 
spending twice as much for defense 
as on education and health combined. 
Even the U.S. is guilty ; it ranks first 
or second in war appropriations, but 
fourth in per capita cash for educa­ 
tion. 
Happy holiday s? The compilations 
in Air Force Magazine this season go 
on for 66 pages. Russia has 41,500 
tanks; Italy has as many reservists 
as does the U.S.; Zaire, which is land­ 
locked, has 12 combat ships; Sing­ 
apore, all 226 square miles of it, has 
325 jet fighters; and East Germany , 
with a population of 17 million, budg­ 
ets more for its arms than does In­ 
dia with 35 times the people. 
Economist Sivar believes even

The Los Angeles Rams were re­ 
minded to take their mittens to Min­ 
nesota for Sunday’s National Football 
C o n f e r e n c e championship game 
against the Vikings. 


It is expected to be considerably 
warmer in Oakland for the American 
Football Conference’s championship 
game between the Raiders and the de­ 
fending Super Bowl champion Pitts­ 
burgh Steelers. 


With temperatures in the teens and 
wintry winds whipping across the 
Minnesota flatland, the visitors from 
sunny Southern California will have to 
battle the elements as well as the Vik­ 
ings. 


IN PAST years, the Vikings have 
moved their postseason practices to 
Tulsa, Okla., because of Minnesota’s 
annual ice age. But this year Coach 
Bud Grant elected to remain in 
Bloomington and quarterback Fran 
Tarkenton believes it will help the 
Vikings. 


‘‘Staying here to practice has been 
a definite advantage for us,” Tarken­ 
ton said. “ That’s not because of the 
cold, but because traveling is never 
an advantage. 
Ifs never a con­ 
venience. It wears you out.” 


“ The cold weather doesn’t hamper 
our practices,” Grant said. “ It’s the 
snow that’s the troublemaker.” 


It used to be the worse the weather, 
the bigger the advantage for the 
Vikings. 


BUT THE Vikings have a new* look 
this season with an explosive offense 
centered around Tarkenton and wide 
receivers Sammie White and Ahmad 
Rashad. Clearly, the Vikings will be 
hoping for dry weather Sunday in or­ 
der to deploy their air attack. 


Conversely, the Rams appear better 
suited for an “ off-track” as running

ings earlier this season. In that game, 
Minnesota’s 
Chuck

While a good football game is ex­ 
pected in Minnesota, war is forecast 
for Oakland. 


“ I think people are expecting to see 
the Little Big Horn out there,” Pitts­ 
burgh defensive end Dwight White 
said. 


The Pittsburgh-Oakland rivalry has 
been pro football’s bitterest since the 
immaculate reception by St. Franco 
in 1973 when Jack Tatum batted down 
a Terry Bradshaw pass which Franco 
Harris scooped up at his shoetops and 
carried into the end zone for the win­ 
ning touchdown in the final seconds of 
a playoff game. 


LAWSUITS are being served on 
Steeler Coach Chuck Noll for referr­ 


ing to the Raiders’ defensive back 
George Atkinson as part of the “ crim­ 
inal element” in the NFL. Additio­ 
nally, Atkinson gave the Steelers’ top 
wide receiver, Lynn Swann, a con­ 
cussion with a blow from behind in 
Pittsburgh’s season-opening loss to 
the Raiders. 


“ I think it’s going to be a high in­ 
tensity game, with some vicious hit­ 
ting out there,” White said. But, he 
added, “ That goes on every week. 


“ TH EY’VE GOT too much to lose to 
worry about fighting. We’ve got too 
much to lose to worry about fighting. 
I think whoever does the most fight­ 
ing is probably going to end up the 
loser.” 


Oakland Coach John Madden is 
more concerned with the Pittsburgh 
defense, which has been almost im­ 
penetrable during the Steelers’ 10- 
game winning streak. 


“ They’re red-dogging a little more 
than they used to and they’re mixing 
up their defense a lot more,” Madden 
said. 


In losing four of their first five 
games, the Steelers yielded 95 points. 
In winning their final nine games, the 
Steelers gave up only two touchdowns 
and a total of 28 points while record­ 
ing five shutouts. The Steelers then 
met Baltimore, the N FL’s top offen­ 
sive team, in the first round of the 
playoffs last week and routed the 
Colts, 40-14.

Bulls showcase ‘Mr. J’ 


Recently 
a 
visiting 
broadcaster 
watched a young forward score a 
game high 29 points to defeat his club, 
and when approached for a possible 
post-game interview he scribbled the 
player’s name down. paused a mo­ 
ment, then scratched out the name 
and asked for 7-2 center Artis Gil­ 
more. 


That pretty well sums up the identi­ 
ty crisis facing a 24-year-old 3rd year 
NBA forward who’s averaging better 
than 17 points and IO rebounds a 
game, and in his brief career has 
blocked stuff shots by Kareen Abdul- 
Jabbar, Elvin Hayes and Julius Er­ 
ving. 


The Bulls' “Mr. J,” better known as 
Mickey Johnson, doesn’t seem to 
mind playing second fiddle, but seems 
to deserve a better fate in the opinion 
of many who watched him mature in 
the last two seasons. For five straight 
games Johnson has paced the Bulls in 
scoring. 


FORMER BULLS’ Coach Johnny 
“Red” Kerr, now doing color com­ 
mentary on Chicago's radio and TV 
games, said, “He may turn out to be 
the best player to come from the Chi­ 
cago Public League, except they can't 


claim him since he couldn’t make the 
varsity at Lindbk>m High School on 
the city’s south side. 
That's a powerful compliment com­ 
ing from a fellow southsider who left 
Tilden Tech to become the “Ironman 
of the NBA” and a member of the 
10,000 point - 10,000 rebound club. 


Johnson left Lindblom minus the 
usual offers that go to young men 82 
inches high and enrolled at tiny Aur­ 
ora College, 30 miles west of Chicago, 
where he shattered all the school’s 
sawing records and was named an 
NAIA All-American. 


IT LOOKED 
like things 
might 
change for him when he was drafted 
by Portland in the 3rd-round of the 
1974 draft. However, after a few7 days 
of the rookie camp the Blazers de­ 
cided that Bill Walton was the only 
newcomer worth keeping, and John­ 
son was put on waivers. 


Fortunately for Johnson and the 
Bulls, he had spent his summers 
working at then Bulls’ Coach Dick 
Motta’s summer camp on the Aurora 
campus. Motta called Portland, and 
for a 3rd-round pick obtained his 
rights. 
On the roster of the Bulls' that sea-

son were All-Star forwards Chet Walk­ 
er and Bob Love plus veterans Row­ 
land Garrett, Bill Hewitt and number 
I draft pick Cliff Pondexter. Johnson’s 
chance to stick seemed slim except 
that Love was a holdout for 20 games, 
and Walker was late reporting to the 
team. When tranquility returned to 
the Bulls’, Johnson had shown enough 
to remain on the roster as a little-used 
sub on team which won the Midwest 
Division title. 


The highlight of a season in which 
he saw 291 minutes of action in 38 
games came when he started at for­ 


ward against the Washington Bullets 
and scored 16 points against an as­ 
tounded Elvin Hayes. 


LAST SEASON Johnson began the 
year playing behind Love and the 
more experienced Garrett, but gained 
a starting berth early in the season 
and went on to lead the club in games 
played, and blocked shots and ranked 
second in field goal percentage (46%), 
f r e e t h r o w percentages (79%), 
rebounds (9.4), steals (1.2) and scor­ 
ing average (15.3). 


“My stats don’t mean a thing ex­ 
cept when they help the Bulls win,” 
Mickey said following a recent game. 
He chuckled when told he’d been 
stuck on a career high of 30 points 
which he's reached four times. “I’m 
saving a new high for the playoffs 
when it counts.” 


So America, what more can you say 
about a relatively unknown young 
player who likes to knit on road trips, 
drives a 2-year-old Volkswagen, and 
still lives in the same West Side 
neighborhood where he was raised, 
and where he now keeps in shape dur­ 
ing the summer by playing on the 
concrete with youngsters who take 
their "Mr. J ” to “Dr. J ” anytime. 
Will Rose Bowl determine No. I? 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - As far 
as their coaches are concerned, sec­ 
ond-ranked Michigan and third-ranked 
Southern California will decide the na­ 
tional championship when they collide 
in the Rose Bowl on New Year’s Day. 


The Wolverines’ Bo Schembechler 
and the Trojans’ John Robinson say 
their game-not the Sugar Bowl match­ 
up between No. I Pittsburgh and No. 
4 Georgia — should be for all the 
marbles. 


“I have to think that way,” said 
Robinson. “If we win, then I can 
claim it. We’ve earned the right to be 
considered. I’m sure of one thing. The 
team that wins the game will run off 
the field hollering and sticking their 
fingers up in the air.” 


REMARKED 
Schembecheler, 
“I 
think it should be for No. I. I think 
most knowledgeable college football 
people would agree with me.” 


Michigan, which was upset by Pur­ 
due 16-14 in its ninth game of the 
regular season, has been installed as 
a six-point favorite to break USC’s 16- 
game winning streak. 


“That’s the way we like it,” said 
quarterback Vince Evans of the Tro­ 
jans’ underdog role. “We like to know 
the other team is favored. That gives 
us an extra incentive.” 


AFTER AN opening season 46-25 
loss to Missouri, the Trojans have 
been outsanding. They clinched the 
Pacific-8 championship by beating 
UCLA 24-14 and then knocked off 
Notre Dame 17-13 in their regular-sea- 
son finale. 


The game will match two All-Amer­ 
ica running backs in USC’s Ricky 


Bell, who was runner-up to Tony Dor­ 
sett of Pittsburgh in the Heisman Tro­ 
phy voting, and Rob Lytle of the Wol­ 
verines. 


Bell rolled up 1.008 yards in his first 
five games this season but, hampered 
by injuries, was restricted to 409 in 
his last five. That gave him 1,417 
yards on 276 carries, a 5.2 average. 


LYTLE, A 6-foot-l, 195-pound se­ 
nior, had a better average than Bell 
this season. He piled up 1,402 yards on 
203 attempts for a 6.9 average. 


“I think Lytle is a great back,” said 
Robinson. “He. Bell and Dorsett were 
the three class backs in the country 
this seaeon. They'll be the three backs 
who”ll be drafted highest by the pros. 
Of those three, Lytle may be the fast­ 
est.” 


“They’re going to be tough, very 
tough,” added Evans, a 31 per cent 
passer as a junior who improved to a 
51.6 per cent passer as a senior. 
“From the films, we can see they hit 
real quick and they hit awfully hard. 
They're typical of a Big Ten team. 
Purdue hit awfully hard, too. We’ll 
just have to come out and play our 
game. In other words, we're going to 
have to go out and control the ball.” 


MICHIGAN will be trying to give 
Schembechelr his first Rose Bowl win. 
Before the 1970 Rose Bowl game with 
USC, a game the Trojans won 10-3, 
Schembechler his first Rose Bowl win. 
Stanford nipped the Wolverines 13-12 
in 1972. 


“Maybe.” Schembechler laughed, 
“the third time will be the charm. 
But, seriously, we haven’t exactly dis­ 
graced ourselves out here.

is just sort of a way of life for him.” 
ROUILLER’S life changed one day 
in 1970 when he was playing tennis at 
his hometown of Parkersburg, W. Va. 
“The best runner in West Virginia 
happened to move to my hometown,” 
he recalled, “and he started to have 
some fitness runs around the tennis 
courts. I decided to join one and I did 
pretty well.” 
Before he knew it, Rouiller was 
hooked on running. 
“I read an article by Kenny Moore, 
one of the best marathon runners,” he 
said, “and he said that once a week 
you should try to run a real long dis­ 
tance. I built up until I was going 
about five miles a day. Then every 
Sunday I tried to run a couple miles 
more. In five months I got up to 26 
miles.” 
FINALLY, 
Rouiller 
decided 
he 
wanted to run seriously. With a high 
school diploma his only education, he 


WTOte in 1974 to college athletic de­ 
partments across the nation. His only 
response came from St. Francis Col­ 
lege. where Brunick had established a 
marathon team. 
A year later at St. Francis in Joliet, 


111., Rouiller beat 159 other runners to 
win a marathon and finished seventh 
in the national NAIA marathon cham­ 
pionships. This year he followed Brun­ 
ick to Lewis when St. Francis dropped 
its program, and now he wants to fin­ 
ish higher at this year's NAIA meet. 
Practicing 
against 
his 
younger 
teammates, Rouiller is like the tor­ 
toise against the hare. Most of the 
youngsters can outrun him over a 
short distance but he leaves them 
panting over the long haul. 
“In the short races, like five miles, 
I haven't improved a bit,” Rouiller 
said. “My best time for a mile is 
4:52.8 and I haven't improved on that 
in five years. But in the marathon my 
time keeps getting a little better. 


“I’M HOPING to improve until I’m 
in my early 40s anyway. It is some­ 
thing that just gets in your blood. You 
kind of make a big deal out of trying 
to reach your ultimate potential. 
“I just enjoy feeling so healthy 
being able to go out there and do it 
every day. It’s something that I can't 
seem to justify. 
“But it’s something I want to keep 
doing. I want to go wit there and beat 
somebody.”

Cogelv, best known as a journalist 
and called by many the “pope of 
•commonweal’ Catholics.” was one of 
the most influential liberal CMlwlics 
on the American scene: an activist in 
the Catholic Worker movement during 
the Depression, columnist and editor 
at the highly respected lay publication 
“Commonweal,” religion editor for 
New York Times and editor of the re­ 
spected “Center Magazine” of the 
Center for Study of Democratic In­ 
stitutions. 


In his memoir, Cogely details Ws 
experiences at all of these various in­ 
stitutions, offering “reflections” along 
the way about his movement into 
American Episcopalianism. 


Cogely’s “trouble” with Catholcism 
in the post-Vatican II era was neither 
bitter nor unique, but a problem 
shared with many other liberal Catho­ 
lics seeking to reconcile their inher­ 
ited faith and the new movemests — 
sometimes agonizingly slow — that 
seem implied by the Council. 


His reflections will have particular 
urgency for Roman Catholics and 
Protestants, who, after rising from 
their prayers for unity, must deal 
with the nitty-gritty of how to bring 
about that unity in this world.

Memoir explains one man’s 


conversion to Anglicanism 


E a r l y next month, Christians 
around the world will meet together, 
talk together and pray together in the 
annual observance of the “Week of 
Prayer for Christian Unity.” 


Sponsored by the Atonement Friars 
at Graymoor Ecumenical Institute, 
the week serves as a potent reminder 
that “God continues to reconcile the 
world to Himself in Jesus Christ by 
the power of the Holy Spirit” and that 
in this knowledge is the Christian’s 
hope, courage and strength “to work 
for greater and more manifest signs 
of the unity of the Christian Church .. 
if 


The ecumenical movement is con­ 
sidered to be in general disarray at 
the particular moment — particularly 
on the official level between denomi­ 
nations. 


To cite just one example, the Epis­ 
copal Church's decision to permit the 
ordination of women has affected not 
just that denomination, but has reso­ 
nated throughout most of “catholic” 
Christendom. 


T h e 
Polish 
National 
Catholic 
Church has broken sacramental rela­ 
tions with the Episcopalians, has “be­ 
wildered'’ the Orthodox churches and 
called into question their relations and 
created “obstacles” for the dialogue 
between Roman Catholics and Episco­ 
palians. 


In the midst of this turmoil has 
c o m e John Cogley’s posthumous 
m e m o i r , “A Canterbury Tale” 
(Seabury), in which Cogely details 
some of the reasons for his personal 
journey from Roman Catholicism — 


Rome — to Anglicanism — Canterbu­ 
ry. 


One of the best known lay Roman 
Catholics in the United States, Coge- 
ly’s announcement of his conversion 
to Anglicanism in September 1973, hit 
the religious world with a shattering 
impact. 


Cogely, best known as a journalist 
and called by many the “pope of 
'commonweal’ Catholics,” was one of 
the most influential liberal Catholics 
on the American scene: an activist in 
the Catholic Worker movement during 
the Depression, columnist and editor 
at the highly respected lay publication 
“Commonweal.” religion editor for 
New York Times and editor of the re­ 
spected “Center Magazine” of the 
Center for Study of Democratic In­ 
stitutions. 


In his memoir, Cogely details his 
experiences at all of these various in­ 
stitutions, offering “reflections” along 
the way about his movement into 
American Episcopalians!!!. 


Cogely’s “trouble” with Catholcism 
in the post-Vatican II era was neither 
bitter nor unique, but a problem 
shared with many other liberal Catho­ 
lics seeking to reconcile their inher­ 
ited faith and the new movemests — 
sometimes agonizingly slow — that 
seem implied by the Council. 


His reflections will have particular 
urgency for Roman Catholics and 
Protestants, who, after rising from 
their prayers for unity, must deal 
with the nitty-gritty of how to bring 
about that unity in this world.

The pretty black and yellow, or 
black and orange, spiders that you 
saw in your garden during the sum­ 
mer and early fall months are no 
longer with us. But you can bet that 
before they fell victim to the chill of 
winter they did their best to keep your 
garden free of many insect pests. As 
you may know, spiders are carni­ 
vorous meat-eaters, and among their 
favorite foods are many of the free­ 
loading insects that invade our prized 
plants. 
Most all spiders can spin silk of one 
kind or another. Some of them use 
their silk to line underground burrows 
or make egg cases. The master spin­ 
ners use their silk to spin webs to 
catch their prey, and the w’ebs range 
greatly in size, shape and beauty. 
Perhaps one of the champion spin­ 
ners is the garden spider. Her w’eb is 
generally two to three feet across, al­ 
though occasionally one w ill be even 
larger. WTien she is finished with her 
spiraled orb, she affixes her signature 
— a zigzag band of silk running verti­ 
cally through the center. Each evening 
she repairs her web, but if the traffic 
has bwn too hea\y and damaging she 
builds anew. 
In the fall, as cold weather begins to 
set in. she searches for a place to lay 
her eggs. A roof of silken threads is 
spun in which she deposits some 500 
golden eggs. Gently she pushes them 
together to form a neat pearl-shaped 
ball. Now she spins winding strands of 
silk back and forth, until her golden 
treasure is almost hidden in a sturdy 
silken cocoon. 
The garden spider makes only one 
egg case, but the effort leaves her 
weak and tired. .As the cold of October 
creeps in she drops to the ground and 
dies.

LONDON (LTD - Prince Charles, 
delight of the debutantes, despair of 
the dowagers, is officially out of the 
Navy at the end of the year but royal 
circles said this does not mean his 
thoughts will now turn seriously to 
choosing a future queen. 


Among the hearts the handsome 28- 
year-old heir to the throne has broken 
are those of all the unofficial match­ 
makers who have hopefully linked 
him over the years with the most eli­ 
gible girls of the realm. He has dillied 
here and dallied there but he has tar­ 
ried nowhere long enough to give ru­ 
mor a firm foundation. 


Even his present girl friend, the 
blonde and breezy Davina Sheffield, 
25, is now considered by the Bucking­ 
ham Palace crowd to be simply an 
exceptionally 
pretty 
and 
vivacious 
companion. 


“ I THINK THEY just enjoy each 
other’s 
company,” 
said 
a 
palace 
source. “ It doesn’t appear to be any 
more serious than that.” 


Ever since Charles was 21, mothers 
great of title and fortune have ste^-ed 
their daughters to a meeting with the 
most eligible young man in their 
world. 


But the daughters of aristocratic 
families have a comparatively short 
season in thefsun and traditioally 
marry early. So when the son of 
Queen Elizabeth showed no sign of 
settling dow’B they wed elsewhere. 
One by one the prince has thus waved 
farewell to most of the girls of his 
own generation who logically could 
have fitted his recipe for a queen. 


AS HE ONCE said, she would have 
to be a girl used to life in stately 
homes or palaces and public scrutiny 
since there is so much ceremonial to 
the position a queen sometimes feels 
she is living in a pageant. Not every­ 
one is suited to or can adjust to this 
regime. The prince thus narrowed his 
choice to a modest number of young 
ladies.

LONDON (UPI) - Prince Charles, 
delight of the debutantes, despair of 
the dowagers, is officially (Hit of the 
Navy at the end of the year but royal 
circles said this does not mean his 
thoughts will now turn seriously to 
choosing a future queen. 


Among the hearts the handsome 28- 
year-old heir to the throne has broken 
are those of all the unofficial match­ 
makers who have hopefully linked 
him over the years with the most eli­ 
gible girls of the realm. He has dilhed 
here and dallied there but he has tar­ 
ried nowhere long enough to give ru­ 
mor a firm foundation. 


Even his present girl friend, the 
blonde and breezy Da Vina Sheffield, 
25, is now considered by the Bucking­ 
ham Palace crowd to be simply an 
exceptionally 
pretty 
and 
vivacious 
companion. 


“I THINK THEY just enjoy each 
other’s 
company,” 
said 
a 
palace 
source. “It doesn’t appear to be any 
more serious than that.” 


Ever since Charles was 21, mothers 
great of title and fortune have steered 
their daughters to a meeting with the 
most eligible young man in their 
world. 


But the daughters cf aristocratic 
families have a comparatively short 
season in thefsun 
and 
traditionally 
marry early. So when the son of 
Queen Elizabeth showed no sign of 
settling down they wed elsewhere. 
One by one the prince has thus waved 
farewell to most of the girls of his 
own generation who logically could 
have fitted his recipe for a queen. 


AS HE ONCE said, she would have 
to be a girl used to life in stately 
homes or palaces and public scrutiny 
since there is so much ceremonial to 
the position a queen sometimes feels 
she is living in a pageant. Not every­ 
one is suited to or can adjust to this 
regime. The prince thus narrowed his 
choice to a modest number of young 
ladies. 


That is, unless he marries a foreign 
princess and there are very few of 
these in the right age group. 


Last week Prince Charles gave up 
command of the minesweeper Bro- 
nington which he had commanded in 
a series of NATO and British war ex­ 
ercises since February. He joined the 
navy in 1971 and would like to have 
stayed on but his royal duties inter­ 
vened.

One of the major 
undertakings is a fund to be called 
“The Queen’s Silver Jubilee Appeal” 
and Prince Charles will be in charge 
of it. 


THE FUND WILL be used to fi­

Charles is involved in many other of 
the multitude of events planned for 
the year and is also chairman of the 
committee which will select the ju­ 
bilee souvenirs in March. He will, as 
heir to the throne, be prominently 
among those at the main celebration 
of the year, a national Thanksgiving 
Service at St. Paul’s Cathedral on 
June 7. 


The queen will walk from the great 
church to the ancient Guildhall of the 
City of London through streets lined 
by multitudes for lunch and then a 
broadcast to the Commonwealth.

LONDON (UPI) — The longest run­ 
ning stargazers in the business have 
looked into their computers and deci­ 
pher, predictably, that 1977 will be a 
year of floods, 
earthquakes, 
bank 
crashes, political and military turmoil 
and other disasters just about every­ 
where. 
Also that Queen Elizabeth II will 
make up her mind to step down in 
favor of her son. Prince Charles, in a 
unique constitutional action in the his­ 
tory of the British monarchy. And 
that Charles will pick a bride in read­ 
iness to assume the throne. 
The predictions are contained in the 
280th edition of Old Moore’s Alma­ 
nack, the brainchild of Dr. Francis 
Moore in 1697 aid appearing without 
a break every year since, according 
to the present publishers. 
IT CURRENTLY enjoys a 
world 
sale of 1.5 million copies a year, and 
is growing all the time, says spokes­ 
man David Richardson. He says this 
is 
because the successors of Dr. 
Moore can claim a 90 per cent success 
rate in their soothsaying. 
And they never have been more 
confident about anything than about 
the queen s plans in her Jubilee Year, 
he says. 
“They are adamant that the queen 
is stepping down. They are putting 
their credibility at stake. They are 
quite definite about it,” says Richard­ 
son. 
However, the six astrologers who in 
former times would doubtlessly 
be 
putting their necks on the blocks for 
such temerity, stick by their refusal 
to be publicly identified. 


EXCEPT FOR saying that one of 
them “was a secret adviser to (Sir 
Winston) 
Churchill 
on 
astrological 
matters 
during 
the 
second 
world 
war,” Richardson says “they insist on 
remaining anonymous, to avoid pes­ 
tering by their readers all over the 
world.” 
But where the original Dr. Moore 
might have studied chicken entrails 
and other auguries of future shock, 
’ his 20th century successors are “very 


scientific.” 
Says Richardson 
“they 
deal with computer printout in their 
researches into the planets.” 
And what’s more every prediction is 
prepared two years in advance. 
Richardson said that they correctly 
foresaw in 1974 the 1976 resignation of 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson, the 
West 
Point 
cheating 
scandal, 
the 
Northern 
Ireland 
Women’s 
Peace 
movement and the arrival of Punk 
Rock, among others. 


THIS WINTER alone, the 1977 edi­ 
tion that went to press last September 
has warned of the fall of the Japanese 
government, the recent Turkish earth­ 
quakes and says, against the odds, 
that there is going to be a reduction in 
real oil prices.

Miss Longet. a one-time Las Vegas showgirl who has 
retained a strong French accent, pleaded innocent to 
the charges June 10. If convicted in ’he trial set for 
Jan. 3. she would face a sentence of up to two years in 
prison and a '5.000 fine. 


The trial first was scheduled Aug. 30 but was delayed 
because the prosecution appealed an order by District 
Judge George Lohr to suppress Miss Longet's diary and 
medical tests. 
The red bound volume was confiscated from Sabich’s 
house as evidence. In her diary. Miss Longet allegedly 
detailed the cooling of her love affair with Sabich and 
discussed her feelings about an April 1 deadline he set 
for her to move out. 


BLOOD AND U RIN E tests were performed on Miss 
Longet the night of the sla.vmg to determine if she had 
used alcohol or narcotics. 
That court appeal which barred the diary and urine 
evidence I. was the second legal battle brought in the 
:ase. The first was filed by more than a dozen news 
media organizations to gain admission to a closed 
evidentiary hearing. 


Although -he fir't appeal reached the U.S. Supreme 
'"ourt, reporters were denied access to the hearing. 
However, Lohr later released a transcript of the hear­ 
ing. 
Lohr has reserved his walnut paneled courtroom in a 
rC'‘ored Victorian era court building for a month for 
the trial. Other estimates on trial duration range from 
two days to two weeks. 


Since she was charged. Miss Longet has purchased a 
<¡33.000 home in towm with a clear view of Red Moun- 
:ain where she lived with Sabich. She teaches twice- 
weekly French lessons to second graders, continues a 
busy social life and attends local parties with a variety 
of escorts. 


SABICH'S HOME, located in an exclusive devel­ 
opment also inhabited by singer John Denver and 
writer Hunter Thompson, has been taken over by the 
skier's brother Stefan. 29. who owns a construction busi­ 
ness in Aspen. 


Sabich won the World Pro crown in 1971 and 1972. He 
competed in the 1968 Olympics, but was plagued by 
injuries in recent years. 
The Placerville. Calif., native won less than $700 on 
the tour in 1975 and supplemented his income by lend­ 
ing his name and handsome face to car, ski equipment 
and clothing ads. 


Miss Longet's three children by her marriage to Wil­ 
liams lived with the couple in their mountain love nest 
and Sabich was close to the ^.’oungsters. often preferring 
their company on the slopes to that of fellow racers. 
Noelle Williams. 13. reportedly was in the house when 
Sabich was killed, but she was not listed among the .36 
witnesses District Attorney Frank Tucker said he 
planned to call. 


BOB BEA TTIE, coach of the Pro Cup Tour and a 
close friend of Sabich, will be called as a witness as will 
11 sheriff’s deputies, Stefan Sabich and numerous 
friends and neighbors. 
Charles Weedman, Miss Longet’s attorney who de­ 
fended a member of the Charles Manson gang on mur­ 
der charges in 1971 in Los .Angeles, has not released his 
list of witnesses.

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Claudine Longet’s murder t rial begins next month

ASPEN. Colo. (U P I) — Nine months and two Colora­ 
do Supreme Court appeals later. Frenchbom singer 
Claudine Longet will stand trial next month in the slay­ 
ing of her lover, ex-ski champion Vladimir “ Spider'’ 
Sabich. 
The former wife of singer Andv Williams has been 
charged with felony manslaughter for allegedly shoot­ 
ing Sabich March *21. 1976. with a .22-caliber pistol in 
the posh $250,000 home th^’ had shared for almost two 
years. 
Miss Longet. 35. called authorities to the natural 
stone and glass home overlooking this Rockies resort 
town wi a sunny Sunday afternoon. They found Sabich, 
clad only in his underwear, fatally wounded in the 
stomach. 


.AS SABICH LAY dying on the ambulance ride into 
town, petite Gaudine cradled his head in her lap and 
cried. She later told officials he was showing her how to 
use a gun when the safety catch released. 


Miss Longet, a one-time Las Vegas showgirl who has 
retained a strong French accent, pleaded innocent to 
the charges June IO. If convicted in the trial set for 
Jan. 3, she would face a sentence of up to two years in 
prison and a $5,000 fine. 


The trial first was scheduled Aug. 30 but was delayed 
because the prosecution appealed an order by District 
Judge George Lohr to suppress Miss Longet's diary and 
medical tests. 
The red bound volume was confiscated from Sabich’s 
house as evidence. In her diary. Miss Longet allegedly 
detailed the cooling of her love affair with Sabich and 
discussed her feelings about an April I deadline he set 
for her to move out. 


BLOOD AND URIN E tests were performed on Miss 
Longet the night of the slaving to determine if she had 
used alcohol or narcotics. 
That court appeal (which barred the diary and urine 
evidence), was the second legal battle brought in the 
rase. The first was filed by more than a dozen news 
media organizations to gain admission to a closed 
evidentiary hearing. 


Although the first appeal reached the U.S. Supreme 
Court, reporter* were denied access to the hearing. 
However, Lohr later released a transcript of the hear­ 
ing. 
Lohr has reserved his walnut paneled courtroom in a 
restored Victorian era court building for a month for 
the trial. Other estimates on trial duration range from 
two days to two weeks. 


Since she was charged. Miss Longet has purchased a 
$153,000 home in town with a clear view of Red Moun­ 
tain where she lived with Sabich. She teaches twice- 
weekly French lessons to second graders, continues a 
busy social life and attends local parties with a variety 
of escorts. 


SABICH’S HOME, located in an exclusive devel­ 
opment also inhabited by singer John Denver and 
writer Hunter Thompson, has been taken over by the 
skier’s brother Stefan, 29, who owns a construction busi­ 
ness in Aspen. 


Sabich won the World Pro crown in 1971 and 1972. He 
competed in the 1968 Olympics, but was plagued by 
injuries in recent years. 
The Placerville, Calif., native won less than $700 on 
the tour in 1975 and supplemented his income by lend­ 
ing his name and handsome face to car, ski equipment 
and clothing ads. 


Miss Longet’s three children by her marriage to W il­ 
liams lived with the couple in their mountain love nest 
and Sabich was close to the youngsters, often preferring 
their company on the slopes to that of fellow racers. 
Noelle Williams, 13. reportedly was in the house when 
Sabich was killed, but she was not listed among the .36 
witnesses District Attorney Frank Tucker said he 
planned to call. 


BOB BEA TTIE, coach of the Pro Cup Tour and a 
close friend of Sabich, will be called as a witness as will 
ll sheriff’s deputies, Stefan Sabich and numerous 
friends and neighbors.

Tis the season of light in 
Lincolnwood - a small suburb 
where massive Christmas 
displays are more than tradition.

The fantasy of a candy cane lane, the rever­ 
ence of the nativity and the serenity of a choir 
singing carols: that is what Christmas is all 
about in Lincolnwood Tow ers. 
The wooded subdivision of 350 lavish homes 
on Lincolnw ood's western edge is a page out of 
old-fashioned, fairy tale Christmases gone by 
w here anything but the usual holiday displays 
are constructed on massive front law ns. 
Since the I930s, holiday decorating has been 
a fetish with most of the homeowners there 
who spend thousands of dollars and untold 
hours each December turning their home­ 
steads into a Christmas fantasia. 
Mechanical elves work in a candy cane 
forest, angels flap their wings while sw inging 
from the rooftops, a choir of sixty fills the 
air with song and a life-sized nativity with 
real animals reminds us of the holiday’s holy- 
meaning. 
It’s a big show of lights that extends block 
after block, house after house, and attracts 
droves of Chicago area residents the weeks 
before and after Christmas, 
“ All of us who live here have to wait in line 


to get into our driveways at night. The lines 
of tourists begin at sundown and go on until 
late at night. This is a showplace at Christ­ 
mas,” said George G. Rowell, a Lincolnwood 
trustee who has lived in the Towers area for 
26 years. 
But the hassle with visitors is insignificant 
when compared to the joy that comes from 
seeing the faces of youngsters and their par­ 
ents light up when touring the displays, he 
said. 
“ Most of us consider what goes on here at 
Christmas as an attractive nuisance. It’s al­ 
ways been our way of celebrating the holi­ 
days and sharing it with others,” Rowell 
said. 
Like most of his neighbors, Rowell has be­ 
come associated over the years with a par­ 
ticular kind of display. His trademark for 
years was a 35-foot Christmas tree he made 
from forty real trees on his front lawn. 
The tree was decorated with bright lights, 
giant ornaments and shiny tinsel. But, the 
novelty of the tree was a 5-foot hole cut out 
of its báse that allowed visitors to walk beneath 
it to get to the house from the street. 
“ For years I put up that tree. It usually

According to Webster’s Third International 
Dictionary- unabridged, the word “safari” 
can mean many things. 


To many people the mention of the word 
brings to mind those late night movies v. ith 
big game hunters stalking tigers and elephant 
aided by native guides and in the company of 
a beautiful adventuress. 


But this Swahili word literally means simply 
a trip or journey and therefore just about any 
type of expedition could be given the name. 
While the big game hunting safari complete 
with tents and mosquito netting is still avail­ 
able for a price, today it has been surpassed 
in popularity by other types of adventures on 
the Dark Continent In the typical safari of to­ 
day wild animals are stalked by a curious 
throng of sightseers and are shot with nothing 
more deadly than a telephoto lens. 


One of the most popular safari destinations 
is the East African Republic of Kenya, one of 
the most prosperous nations of Black Africa. 
Animal watchers find abundant wildlife here 


roaming free in their natural habitat on 
numerous game preserves and parks. 


Most travelers choose a safari that is an 
organized tour of these game areas spending 
the night in comfortable lodges in or near the 
parks where wildlife can be viewed from the 
doorstep. A camping safari organized by a 
number of outfitters is also available to 
tourists who don’t mind roughing it a bit by- 
camping in tents in the great out of doors. The 
truly adventurous can go it on their own by 
renting campers and vans but they should 
know enough about the country to take the 
proper precautions for a safe trip. In Kenya, 
where one drives on the left, it goes without 
saying that elephants, rhino and other beasts 
always have the right of way. 


In addition to the popular game viewing 


safaris, which are usually taken in micro­ 
buses or landrovers modified for sightseeing 
there are any number of special interest 
safaris. There are safaris for archeologists, 
bird watchers, mountain climbers, sports­ 
men, mineralogists, horticulturists, agricul­ 
turists and even a safari for the study of tro­ 
pical insects. 
.Among th e \io st expensive safaris is the 
almost unheard of big game hunting safari 
which can still be arranged through a few 
firms in Kenya which provide professional 
hunters, 
transportation 
and 
camping 
paraphernalia. These safaris can range in 
price from $370 a day for one client with one 
professional hunter to $800 a day for four 
clients shooting with two professional hun­ 
ters. The prices do not include hunting licen­ 
ses. 


The licenses vary according to the type of 
game being hunted and the longer the safari 
the larger the number of species which may 
be hunted. In a safari of less than two weeks 
only common plains game may be hunted, 
with a fourteen-day minor license the field of 
prey is enlarged, but to hunt the big game 
such as lion and rhino a hunter must safari 
twenty-eight to thirty-five days and he must 
obtain a full license plus any special licenses 
covering these particular species. Some 
species, such as elephant and hippo, are en­ 
dangered and cannot be shot. 


Sportsmen also come to Kenya for deep sea 
fishing in the coastal waters of the Indian 
Ocean. Beyond the reef sport fishing has been 
popular since the 1930s when Hemingway 
went out after the big bill fish. Unlike many

By far the most popular pastime for visitors 
in Kenya is sightseeing. This land of abundant 
wildlife, culture and landscapes is a cam era 
bug's dream. Elephant, lion, giraffe and 
zebra are fair game for photo sharpshooters 
but over enthusiastic photographers should 
curb their zeal and adhere to the rules of 
common courtesy when photographing the 


tribesmen of Kenya by asking permission 
before stealing a shot. Photographing the 
President of Kenya, m ilitary personnel or in­ 
stallations is prohibited. 


Photographers w ill find plenty of subject 
matter in the twenty mam anim al sanctuaries 
stretching over the varied topography of 
Kenya containing almost every species of 
wildlife native to .Africa. The best time for 
anim al watching is during our winter and 
summer, the dry months in Kenya when 
animals are drawn to watering holes. 


Only minutes from the airport in Nairobi 
wildlife can be found in the .Nairobi National 
Park which is well known for its lion 
population. Three sides of the park are fenced 
in but the third side allows wildlife — zebra, 
giraffe, wildebeeste and hartebeeste — to

roam free in the adjacent game preserve 
area. Near the entrance is an animal or­ 
phanage. a zoo for animals found in the park 
injured or neglected by their mothers. 


Other game viewing areas include Shimba 
Hills National Reserve which is the last 
protected free range in Kenya for Sable and 
Roan antelope; TsavoEast National Park, at­ 
tracting a number of plains game; wooded 
Tsavo West National Park and Chyulu Game 
Conservation Area where large mammals are 
found: and Amboseli near Mt. Kilim anjaro on 
Kenya’s southern border where lion, cheetah, 
rhino, elephant, and buffalo are found concen­ 
trated around a small lake. 


Near Nairobi is 01 Doinvo Sabuk, m ainly a 
scenic park; I^ k e Nalvasha, a sanctuary for 
fresh water birds; and Lake Nakuru National 
Park with its millions of flamingos. In the 
MounUin National Parks. Mt. Kenya and the 
Aberdares Range, there are thick cedar 
forests, trout streams and grasslands and 
game that is shyer and wilder. Animals can 
best be viewed from observation areas near 
watering holes such as the Treetops Mountain 
Lodge. For a bit of luxury there’s also the Mt. 
Kenya Safari Club, a resort with spacious 
grounds, gardens, lakes and water birds. 


Northeast of Mt. Kenya is Meru National 
Park with the only white rhino herd in Kenya 
and along the Uaso Nyiro River are the triple 
game reserves of Samburu, Isiolo and Shaba 
with a full range of wildlife. Traveling further 
north visitors cross bleak lava fields, desert 
and the remains of dead volcanoes to Lake 
Rudolf and East Rudolf .National Park with 
crocodiles, giraffe, zebra and ostrich. Other 
game viewing areas in northwest Kenya are 
M arsabit National Park and Masai M ara 
Game Reserve with its throngs of w ildebeests 
and zebra.

Lambwe Valley Game Reserve near Lake 
Victoria, the largest lake in .Africa, and Mt. 
grassland. 
Elgon .National Park on the*l’ganda border 
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are other wildlife viewing areas. On the In­ 
dian Ocean there are three Marine Parks 
which protect ancient coral gardens inhabited 
by both well-known and as yet unnamed 
species of tropical marine life. 


Kenya is a land of variety and contrast not 
only in its wildlife, but in its rich cultural 
history and its clim ate and geography. 


There are four basic geographic areas in 
Kenya: Western Kenya; the R ift Valley and 
Central Highlands; Northern and Eastern 
Kenya; and the coastal belt. The equator runs 
alm ^ t through the center of the country. 


Western Kenya is a low plateau farmland 
east of I^ k e Victoria. It contains mineral 
bearing rocks and was once the scene of gold 
and copper mining. Mt. Elgon, the oldest of 
the three m ajor volcanos of East A(rica, is 
found here. 
The Rift Valley and Central Highlands, with 
mountains 
and 
lakes, 
is 
the 
most 
economically developed region in Kenya. The 
escarpm ent of the Rift Valley, formed 30 
m illion years ago. are slopes that are almost 
vertical and extend more than 600 meters in 
height. There’s an ancient volcano, Mt. Kenya, 
and signs of recent volcanic activity are hot 
springs and steam jets. There’s a range land 
where cattle are raised, uplands where wheat, 
maize, coffee and tea are grown, an area re­ 
sembling the moors of Scotland where heather 
grows to gigantic proportions and an alpine 
area with glaciers.

Mt. Kenya and the 
Aberdares Range, there are thick cedar 
forests, trout streams and grasslands and 
game that is shyer and wilder. Animals can 
best be viewed from observation areas near 
watering holes such as the Treetops Mountain 
Lodge. For a bit of luxury there’s also the Mt. 
Kenya Safari Club, a resort with spacious 
grounds, gardens, lakes and water birds.

The true story of Lorenz Hart 


by Elite Grossman 


Larry Hart in 1940, a low point in his life. 


He was tormented enough when he was 
alive, and in the 33 years since his death, 
practically all they’ve done is perpetuate half 
truths and nasty gossip about him. 
That’s why Dorothy Hart wrote her hand­ 
somely illustrated book, “Thou Swell, Thou 
Witty,” published by Harper & Row and sub­ 
titled, “The Life and Lyrics of Lorenz Hart.” 
People must know that her brother-in-law 
“wasn’t born with a bottle of Scotch in his 
hand or spent 24 hours a day at the bar.” 
That he wasn't a homosexual, as some say. 
“Through the years,” she said, shifting on 
the couch in her suite at the Hampshire House 
here, they’ve written “myths or distortions or 
just plain untruths. So I said, first I want to 
see his lyrics set down, and then I thought, 
111 get some reminiscences (rf Larry’s 
friends, to show him as he was.” 
Yes. Larry drank, but who doesn’t in show 
business, especially in the ’20s and '30s when 
there was no television and New York’s thea­ 
trical life throbbed until dawn in Tony’s or 
Reuben’s? 
“He didn’t become an alcoholic until the 
latter years.” the late '30s and early ’40s. 
That's when the disappearances began, the 
blackouts and binges that led to drying-out 
periods in Doctors Hospital; when the de­ 
pressions became more severe. 
But if he’d been like that always, it would 
have been impossible for him to put those 
astonishing lyrics to Richard Rodgers’ aston­ 
ishing music. 
Rodgers and Hart wouldn’t have been able 
to say to a juvenile Broadway musical tra­ 
dition, come on, where’s your sophistication, 
your daring? Watch us; we’re going to do the 
unheard of. 
* 
We’ll integrate music and book, for in­ 
stance, and we’ll use a ballet sequence to 
advance the plot in “On Your Toes.” We’ll 
make a saloon heel the hero of “Pal Joey,” 
and we’ll write songs you won t be able to 
forget, hundreds of them, wistful and witty, 
simple and complex. 
Their 1937 production “Babes in Arms” 
alone contains “Where or When,” “My Funny 
Valentine” and “The Lady is a Tramp. ” 
All you hear, though, is how difficult Larry 
was, undisciplined and disinclined to work. 


He was undisciplined, she says, “he was 
Peter Pan who never wanted to grow up 
but if he never seemed to be working, it was 
because it took so little effort. 
“Oscar Hammerstein would sweat out 
lyrics for weeks, but Larry wrote a lyric 
in ten minutes,” on scraps of paper, any­ 
where, everywhere. 
And “you must remember that Dick 
Rodgers has a fantastic capacity for work. 
Do you know that in 1926 alone they had 
five shows on Broadway? Often they did two 
a season. 


“Today a man like Stephen Sondheim 
won’t do a show except every three years.” 
And while Larry “liked to pace himself, 
Dick didn’t understand that; he made no 
allowances” for Hart’s temperament. 
Still, they loved and respected each other 
and if there were occasional disagreements, 
it’s a wonder that’s all there were during 
their 23-year collaboration. 
Unlike other lyricists, Hart never used a 
thesaurus or dictionary. The words came 
mostly because the music requested them 
and he had them all there in an extravagant 


vocabulary. He was always reading, often all 
night or what was left of it — Proust, 
Shakespeare, George Jean Nathan, who so 
tickled him “he called Teddy (his younger 
brother) and me to read us passages.” He 
often shared his laughter, she says. 
“He was a marvelous person, always laugh­ 
ing and talking, always smoking a cigar and 
rubbing his hands together when he was 
enthusiastic. He had great enthusiasms.” 
And great, unreasoning generosity. In 
nightclubs, he’d pull crumpled bills from his 
pockets saying, “the bill’s on me, I’m paying 
tor everyone in the room.” Wasn’t that what 
money was for, to be dispersed like aerosol 
spray? 
They say he never stood still, but there were 
quiet times when “he’d sit and play solitaire 
for hours when he was thinking about a show. 
He had a very expressive face. I used to love 
to watch it.” But “when it was in repose, 
it was the saddest face I’ve ever seen.” 
Because, you see, he considered himself 
grotesque. He was so short — under five 
feet — that he had to have his clothes tailor- 
made or face the humiliation of buying them 
in boys’ departments. 
That’s why he drank, she says, not be­ 
cause he was homosexual. If anyone would 
have known about that, Teddy would. The 
brothers were so close, they shared a bed­ 
room until she and Teddy married when 
Teddy was 40. 
No, Larry drank because the women he 
loved rejected him, because he felt so ugly 
that when he’d catch sight of himself, “He’d 
turn away quickly, with a gesture of disgust.” 
But no one must know, they musn’t feel 
sorry for the tiny man who wore lifts but 
never discussed his height, and always 
laughed at the inevitable jokes. 
He was adored and adoring, she says, a 
warm, sentimental man who never married 
and lived at home until there was no one left 
to live with. Then he died of drink and 
pneumonia at the age of 48, but not alone, 
not with just Dick Rodgers and his wife at 
the hospital. She and Teddy were there until 
the end with dozens of Larry’s friends. No, 
he didn’t die alone. 
To Dorothy Hart, it’s important that people 
know.

D.C. booksellers welcome return of the Dems

For three years, a $19.95 book titled “Zero- 
Based Budgeting” languished on the shelves 
of the Sidney Kramer Book Shop in downtown 
Washington. D. C. 
Then Jimmy Carter started talking about 
zero-based budgeting, a procedure to require 
every government agency to start from scratch 
in justifying its annua! budget request. 
“In six months, we sold 250 copies,” says 
store owner Bill Kramer. “I expect to sell 500 
more in the next three months.” 
For other reasons, too. Washington book­ 
sellers are glad to see the Democrats come 
back in power. They believe Democrats buy 
more books, for the government and for them­ 
selves. Almost every government agency has 
its own library. 
“It’s been a long, lean eight years,” said one 
booK store owner. 
“Democrats tend to build libraries just like 
Democrats tend to build roads,” said another. 
The book business here slumped during the 
election campaign. Shop owners say that hap­ 
pens every four years, reflecting Washington’s 
uncertainty about the future. 
“Books! Heck, you couldn’t even sell a pair 


of shoes in Washington this summer,” said 
David Tenney, manager at Sidney Kramer’s. 
“But now we’re selling books to bureaucrats 
who are trying to prepare. They’re reading to 
get ready for President Jimmy.” 
Washington booksellers say this town zest­ 
fully consumes almost any good book about 
politics (at a bookstore in the Pentagon base­ 
ment, military biographies sell) but national 
bestsellers often flop here. 
“I ordered six copies of that Erma Bombeck 
book, ‘The Grass Is Always Greener Over the 
Septic Tank,’ ” said one shop owner. “And I’ve 
got four left . ” 
“In Washington you sell all the books you 
can get on Ethiopia — I kid you not,” said Jim 
Tenney, who projects $1 million in annual sales 
at the Book Annex, which he opened in George­ 
town four months ago. “There’s a big market 
here for serious political, economic, social 
studies about foreign places,” he said. 
“Economics does well; philosophy does ex­ 
ceptionally well. So does ancient history. I put 
a three-volume, $75 set of books on the history 
of the Crusades out on a Friday afternoon, and 
on Saturday it was sold. I don’t know where I 
could send you in New York City to find that 
sort of book. ” 


Why do such high-brow books sell here? 
’’Smarter people,” said Martha Johnson, 
who runs the Francis Scott Key Book Shop in 
Georgetown. “Department store novels — best­ 
sellers like Jacquelin Susann’s ‘Delores’ or 
Harold Robbins’ ‘The Lonely Lady’ — will not 
sell at Francis Scott Key.” 
New York publishers look down on Washing­ 
ton, booksellers here believe. 
“They think that Washington is unliterary, 
that garbage sells here,” said Carolyn Zim­ 
merman, manager of Brentano’s. 
“But actually, if on Monday morning I don’t 
have the book that was on the cover of the 
Sunday New York Times Book Review, I hear 
about it from my customers.” 
David Tenney (a distant cousin of Book An­ 
nex owner Jim Tenney) likes to tell how a New 
Yorker flew to Washington, rushed to Kra­ 
mer’s for a copy of The Club of Rome’s “Lim­ 
its to Growth,” then returned to New York. 
“He needed it that day and fie couldn’t find it 
in New York.” 
Mrs. Zimmerman used to manage Brentano’s 
Pentagon branch. 
“Military biographies — that’s what they 


wanted,” she said. “Anything about Napoleon 
would sell. And cookery, home repairs, auto 
repairs — they’re great do-it-yourselfers in 
the Pentagon.” 
At the Globe Book Shop, a block from the 
White House, buyer Ann Landrum said, “Any­ 
thing to do with politics goes over. We sold out 
of ‘The Final Days’ an hour after it came in.” 
Booksellers say John Dean’s “Blind Ambi­ 
tion” and other Watergate books sell well. So 
do heavy books like Herman Kahn’s “The 
Next 200 Years” and the Club of Rome’s “Re­ 
shaping International Order;” Ralph Nader’s 
books, and memoirs by elder statesmen.. 
Jim Tenney thinks John F. Kennedy gave 
the Democrats a good reputation among book­ 
store owners. “I remember when JFK got on 
an airplane with a copy of Lord Devid Cecil’s 
biography of Lord Melbourne, there was a big 
ninon it.” 
Tenney ticks off the names of seven or eight 
bookstores which have opened in the last six 
months. Bill Kramer has opened three since 
inheriting his Sidney Kramer Books, founded 
in 1946 by his late father. “Washington's a hot 
book town,” he said.

In his new book, “Civ il Tongu e,” Newman 
continu es to offer ev id ence of the nonsense and 
jibberish that often flows from the pens and 
mou ths of the nation’s ed u cators, politicians 
and opinion makers. 
“A civ il tongu e to me is a langu age that is 
not bogged d own in jargon, not pu ffed u p 
with false d ignity , not stu d d ed with trick 
phrases that hav e lost their meaning,” writes 
New man, an NBC newsman.

Against Our Will: 
a v io lent crime 
well do cumented 


AGAINST OCR WILL: MEN, WOMEN AND 
RAPE by Su san Brownmillert Bantam Books, 
$2.75 in paperback)

Rape is not a crime of lu st bu t one of v i­ 
olence and power. 
Its v ictims are not limited to the shapely , 
v ou ng blond es of newspaper head lines bu t in­ 
clu d e all women from infancy throu gh old age. 
Rape is not a new social crime that is mak­ 
ing its way onto the police blotters becau se of 
changing morals in the cou ntry - it d ates 
back to Biblical times. 
These are some of the my ths and facts 
abou t rape that Su san Brownmiller pu ts forth 
in “Against Ou r Will: Meh, Women and 
Rape.” Herald ed as one of the most important 
social d ocu ments of the d ecad e when it was 
first pu blished in 1975, this comprehensiv e 
stu d y of rape is now av ailable in paperback. 
Ms. Brownmiller traces the history of rape 
in war from Biblical times throu gh Bangla­ 
d esh and Vietnam. She ex plores the origins 
of rape laws and rape in America from sla­ 
v ery to the present time inclu d ing homo­ 
sex u al rapes in prisons and child rapes in 
homes. 
Ms. Browmmiller, who has a jou rnalistic 
backgrou nd , spent fou r y ears researchii^ 
d ata for her book and the resu lt is a solid 
d ocu mentation of rape v ictims. The 458 page 
book inclu d es another 50 page list of the re­ 
sou rce material Ms. Brownmiller d rew u pon. 


retorts. In sev eral instances a person’s re­ 
marks are enlightening when they stand alone. 
Gov . Ed mu nd Brown of California, for ex ­ 
ample, in d iscu ssing his chances for seeking 
the presid ency in 1980 is qu oted as say ing, 
“my equ ation is su fficiently complex to ad mit 
v ariou s ou tcomes.” 
Althou gh the book ha^ its moments of hu ­ 
mor, the writing is often d ry and becomes bog­ 
ged d ow n as Newman ov erstates his case. 


The ov eru se of the word d ialogu e, which is 
often u sed by politicians and ed u cators in 
place erf conv ersation, is treated in fou r pages. 
After the first page Newman loses the read er 
and d iminishes the importance of his argu ­ 
ment. 
Althou gh his witty comments and anecd otes 
giv e the read er an awareness of grammatical 
errors, New man wou ld hav e d one the read er a 
greater serv ice by u sing less comed y and of­ 
fering more ex planation abou t the pitfalls of 
grammatical errors. 
Hopefu lly , if Newman continu es his cru sad e, 
his nex t book will offer more intellectu al d epth. 


She giv es d etails abou t the more famou s 
rape cases like the Scottsboro boy s and the 
Boston Strangler in ad d ition to the less sensa­ 
tional rapes to d raw a portrait of the rapists. 
She also talks to rape v ictims to learn of their 
ex periences in reporting rapes, reasons they 
may hav e d ecid ed not to report rapes and the 
psy chological reaction to rape. 
The portray al of a y ou ng girl walking d own 
the street in a v ery prov ocativ e manner tea­ 
sing an innocent man is d estroy ed as she talks 
to eld erly , homely and all kind s of d ifferent 
women who hav e been the v ictims of this 
d ev astating crime. 
There were 51,000 fou nd ed cases of forcible 
rape and attempted rape in the U.S. in 1973 
accord ing to FBI statistics cited in the book. 
(It is conserv ativ ely estimated that only one 
of fiv e rapes or attempted rapes is reported , 
meaning actu al rapes and rape attempts 
probably nu mbered 255,000.) Arrests were 
mad e in 51 per cent of the cases, 76 per 
cent of those arrested were prosecu ted and 
53 per cent were conv icted . This means the 
chance of being arrested and conv icted of 
rape are one ou t of twenty -fiv e. 
All this points to the need to d o something 
to stop this crime. Unfortu nately this is the 
weak point of the book. Ms. Brownmiller has 
some concrete id eas for changing rape la ^ , 
making it easier to report rapes and im­ 
prov ing the cou rt sy stem in rape cases bu t 
these points are tied in wiUi feminist id eas 
that clou d the issu es. Ms. Brownmiller’s 
analy sis of her material at times becomes a 
try ing attempt to set forth feminist d ogma. 
The book is a classic in its d ocu mentation 
of the history of rape and one t ^ t forces 
the read er to reev alu ate his feelings abou t 
rape and possibly think abou t change.

The au thors fail to grasp the opportu nity to 
d escribe the 15th Centu ry v iv id ly and instead , 
resort to sev eral load ed paragraphs. Recall­ 
ing that this centu ry was notoriou s for its 
cru elty , they try to captu re it all in sev eral 
sentences as a gu nner of Leonard o’s is tor­ 
tu red mercilessly . 
The lack of historical accu racy is minor 
compared with the book’s major flaw — poor 
writing. 
Yet, poor writing need not stop ev ery one 
from read ing “The Med ici Emerald .” The 
book d oes mov e qu ickly and for the light 
read er it may su ffice. 
Leonard o, here, is a y ou ng man in his ‘ first 
Florentine period .” He begins his jou rney 
trav eling with his gu nner friend , Rigo, toward 
Malta. He seeks knowled ge from “II Fortu n- 
ato,” a ship’s captain who possessed the secret 
of early nav igation. To most the ship s clock 
was a my steriou s and magical inv ention, bu t 
d a V^inci, being the geniu s he is renowned for, 
easily gu esses the my stery . 
Bu t as the ship's captain can answer no 
qu estions — d a Vinci mu st reason his way to 
the end of the book. So the reasoning d oesn’t 
get too d u ll, his qu est is interru pted with 
brawls, intrigu e and sex . 
Meanwhile, back in Florence, his patron 
Lorenzo d e’ Med ici fails to recognize the im­ 
portance of Leonard o’s search and d ismisses 
him. Bu t Bianca, Lorenzo’s ward , follows 
I^nard o and so d o henchmen from Venice 
and Rome. 
If y ou are anx iou s to follow his jou rney 
fu rther — probably best to w’ait u ntil the 
library , not the bookstore, receiv es this nov el.

The educators, newsmen and public figures 
whose comments often influence our daily 
lives are also doing the most harm to the 
English language, says Edw in Newman. 
Two years ago, Newman became a hero for 
thousands of grammar critics when his best­ 
seller, “Strictly Speaking,” provided enlight­ 
ening and funny examples of the misuse of the 
English language.

Against Our Will: 
a violent crime 
well documented 


AGAINST OCR WILL: MEN, WOMEN AND 
RAPE by Susan Browmmiller (Bantam Books, 
$2.75 in paperback)

Rape is not a crime of lust but one of vi­ 
olence and power. 
Its victims are not limited to the shapely, 
young blondes of newspaper headlines but in­ 
clude all women from infancy through old age. 
Rape is not a new social crime that is mak­ 
ing its way onto the police blotters because of 
changing morals in the country - it dates 
back to Biblical times. 
These are some of the myths and facts 
about rape that Susan Brownmiller puts forth 
in “ Against Our Will: Meh, Women and 
Rape.” Heralded as one of the most important 
social documents of the decade when it was 
first published in 1975, this comprehensive 
study of rape is now available in paperback. 
Ms. Brownmiller traces the history of rape 
in war from Biblical times through Bangla­ 
desh and Vietnam. She explores the origins 
of rape laws and rape in America from sla­ 
very to the present time including homo­ 
sexual rapes in prisons and child rapes in 
homes. 
Ms. Brownmiller, who has a journalistic 
background, spent four years researching 
data for her book and the result is a solid 
documentation of rape victims. The 458 page 
book includes another 50 page list of the re­ 
source material Ms. Brownmiller drew upon.

retorts. In several instances a person’s re­ 
marks are enlightening when they stand alone. 
Gov. Edmund Brown of California, for ex­ 
ample, in discussing his chances for seeking 
the presidency in 1980 is quoted as saying, 
“ my equation is sufficiently complex to admit 
various outcomes.” 


Although the book has' its moments of hu­ 
mor, the writing is often dry and becomes bog­ 
ged down as Newman overstates his case. 


The overuse of the word dialogue, which is 
often used by politicians and educators in 
[dace of conversation, is treated in four pages. 
After the first page Newman loses the reader 
and diminishes the importance of his argu­ 
ment. 
Although his witty comments and anecdotes 
give the reader an awareness of grammatical 
errors, Newman would have done the reader a 
greater service by using less comedy and of­ 
fering more explanation about the pitfalls of 
grammatical errors. 


Hopefully, if Newman continues his crusade, 
his next book will offer more intellectual depth. 


She gives details about the more famous 
rape cases like the Scottsboro boys and the 
Boston Strangler in addition to the less sensa­ 
tional rapes to draw a portrait of the rapists. 
She also talks to rape victims to learn of their 
experiences in reporting rapes, reasons they 
may have decided not to report rapes and the 
psychological reaction to rape. 
The portrayal of a young girl walking down 
the street in a very provocative manner tea­ 
sing an innocent man is destroyed as she talks 
to elderly, homely and all kinds of different 
women who have been the victims of this 
devastating crime. 


There were 51,000 founded cases of forcible 
rape and attempted rape in the U.S. in 1973 
according to FBI statistics cited in the book. 
(It is conservatively estimated that only one 
of five rapes or attempted rapes is reported, 
meaning actual rapes and rape attempts 
probably numbered 255,000.) Arrests were 
made in 51 per cent of the cases, 76 per 
cent of those arrested were prosecuted and 
53 per cent were convicted. This means the 
chance of being arrested and convicted of 
rape are one out of twenty-five. 


All this points to the need to do something 
to stop this crime. Unfortunately this is the 
weak point of the book. Ms. Brownmiller has 
some concrete ideas for changing rape laws, 
making it easier to report rapes and im­ 
proving the court system in rape cases but 
these points are tied in with feminist ideas 
that cloud the issues. Ms. Brownmiller’s 
analysis of her material at times becomes a 
trying attempt to set forth feminist dogma. 


The book is a classic in its documentation 
of the history of rape and one that forces 
the reader to reevaluate his feelings about 
rape and possibly think about change.

The authors fail to grasp the opportunity to 
describe the 15th Century vividly and instead, 
resort to several loaded paragraphs. Recall­ 
ing that this century was notorious for its 
cruelty, they try to capture it all in several 
sentences as a gunner of Leonardo’s is tor­ 
tured mercilessly. 
The lack of historical accuracy is minor 
compared with the book’s major flaw — poor 
writing. 
Yet, poor writing need not stop everyone 
from reading “ The Medici Emerald.” The 
book does move quickly and for the light 
reader it may suffice. 
Leonardo, here, is a young man in his “ first 
Florentine period.” He begins his journey 
traveling with his gunner friend, Rigo, toward 
Malta. He seeks knowledge from “ ll Fortun­ 
ate, ” a ship’s captain who possessed the secret 
of early navigation. To most the ship’s clock 
was a mysterious and magical invention, but 
da Vinci, being the genius he is renowned for, 
easily guesses the mystery. 
But as the ship’s captain can answer no 
questions — da Vinci must reason his way to 
the end of the book. So the reasoning doesn’t 
get too dull, his quest is interrupted with 
brawls, intrigue and sex. 
Meanwhile, back in Florence, his patron 
Lorenzo de’ Medici fails to recognize the im­ 
portance of Leonardo’s search and dismisses 
him. But Bianca, Lorenzo’s ward, follows 
Leonardo and so do henchmen from Venice 
and Rome. 
If you are anxious to follow his journey 
further — probably best to wait until the 
library, not the bookstore, receives this novel.

Black leopard cubs born at Lincoln Park Zoo 


Two black leopard cubs were born at Lincoln Park Zoo Dec. 9 marking a 
significant contribution to animal conservation. 
The female cubs were born to Carla and Duke, five-year-old adult black 
leopards in the Lion House, The cubs, weighing just under 2 pounds each, 
are being raised by hand in the nursery in the Children’s Zoo. 
The births are especially significant, according to assistant zoo director 
Dennis Meritt, because this is a fourth generation birth in captivity. 
“Carlo, her mother and her mother’s mother were all born and raised 
in zoos. This shows that a successful breeding program can save a particular 
species of animal from extinction,’ Meritt said. Black leopards are dying out 
in the wild and are listed as a rare and endangered species. 
Two years ago Lincoln Park Zoo received a national award for breeding 
and raising third generation black leopards. The two new cubs raise the total 
of black leopards owned by Lincoln Park Zoo to fourteen, seven of which 
are at the zoo and seven of which are on breeding loans to other zoos.

Can you eat your poinsettia? 


A Southern Illinois University plant special­ 
ist says scientific scrutiny has stripped the 
popular and pretty poinsettia plant of any 
pernicious powers. 
Gerald Coorts, chairman of the department 
of plant and soil science, says the bum rap 
fable of poinsettias being poisonous began as 
folklore.

Coorts said Barbara Walters during a 
Today Show' interview some years back gave 
brief credence to the poinsettia myth when a 
group of wine tasters brought out a bowl with 
a poinsettia leaf floating inside and were 
warned by her, “Don't drink that. Don’t you 
know poinsettias are poisonous?” 
Two days later, Coorts said, after the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture assured Miss 
Try shopping

Walters that the poinsettia is not toxic, she 
swallowed a big red poinsettia leaf in re­ 
traction. 
The Federal Drug Administration got into 
the act in 1970, Coorts said, when it warned 
gardeners and householders that some com­ 
mon decorative plants present a poison 
hazard and included the poinsettia on the 
list. 
“The Society of American Florists con­ 
tacted the FDA commissioner and declared 
there was no documented evidence to support 
the statement, and communication with 
authorities on plant toxicity substantiated 
this,” Coorts said. 
Horticulturists and florists sprang to the 
defense of the poinsettia. 
Dr. Harold Wilkins, a University of Min­ 
nesota horticulturist* devoured a leaf and 
lived to smile about it. Another noted plant 
authority was quoted as saying “the leaf of 
a poinsettia is so bitter a child would have to 
be either perverse or feeble minded to eat 
the whole thing.” 
After the largest poinsettia producer and 
grower in the nation commissioned Ohio 
State University to study the effects of eat­ 
ing poinsettias, the FDA was forced to concur 
that “the ingestion of small amounts of the 
poinsettia plant does not present a serious 
health hazard,” Coorts said. 
Coorts isn t encouraging anyone to gorge 
themselves on poinsettia leaves but says 
“certainly eating a poinsettia leaf is no 
worse than eating chrysanthemum leaves or 
those of most common house plants.”
